Judge Swope this morning 
handed 
down an opinion in the 
appeal 
from 
the decision 
of 
Squire 
Burnish! in 
! which 
the 
justice 
found 
Samuel 
! Vaughn,

Bushman,

Weikert, and Morgan Mickley guilty 
of violating the provisions of the or­ 
dinance regulating hackmen and other 
solicitors. Judge Swope’s decision re­ 
verses the sentence of Squire Burnish 
on the ground that his record docs not 
show the specific violation of 
which 
the defendants were found guilty. The 
opinion filed by 
th** 
Court 
says 
in 
part:

“The 
borough 
of 
Gettysburg 
brought this action, by warrant, to en­ 
force the provisions of an amended or­ 
dinance of said borough passed 
May 
lith, HIF*. The ordinance among other 
i things provides as follows:— 


‘“ It shall not be 
lawful 
for 
any 
hackman, 
liveryman, 
driver, 
street 
passenger railway agent, solicitor, or 
employe, 
automobile 
chauffeur, em- 
i ploye, or owner, battlefield guide, *or 
I the owner, manager, runner, or 
em- 
I ploye of any hotel, lodging house, or 
boarding house, or any other person, 
while soliciting passengers 
or 
bag­ 
gage at or near a railroad station, to 
enter or be upon the platform appur­ 
tenant to such station, but shall stand 
Sat the curb line or on the street

“ After hearing, in each of the above 
cases, the Justice finds each 
of

aliove named defendants ‘to be guilty 
of the offense of violating a

ordinance of the Borough of Gettys­ 
burg, an ordinance

citing passengers or baggage, charg­ 
ed against him in 
the 
above 
com­ 
plaint, and therefore I do adjudge him 
| to pay a fine or penalty and two dol- 
j lars and costs, -aid tine to 
la* 
paid 
J by me to the treasurer of the Borough 
of Gettysburg’. 
“It is a specific 
violation 
of 
the 
i above ordinance to solicit either pas- 
! sengers or to solicit 
baggage 
in 
a 
; manner not in compliance 
with 
the 
regulations of 
said 
ordinance. 
The 
finding of the justice, in each of 
the 
above 
cases, 
is, 
the 
defendant 
is 
guilty 
of 
‘soliciting 
passengers 
or 
J baggage’. 
“In a summary conviction, such 
us 
this, the 
defendant 
is 
entitled 
to 
know of what specific offense he was 
convicted and the record should clear­ 
ly show it, This record failed to show 
any certainty as to 
the 
defendant’s 
"uilt.— Was he found guilty of solicit­ 
ing passengers; or of soliciting 
bag­ 
gage? Be is not found guilty of both 
offenses or violations. The finding 
of 
guilt, in each of these cases, is too in­ 
definite and uncertain to have a legal 
sentence thereon. 
“A number of 
other 
errors 
have 
been assigned in each of 
the 
above 
certiorari^, but as we consider 
this 
one as fatal to all the above cases we 
need not refer to them. 
“The proceedings, in all the above 
cases before the justice, are reversed."
